The  varsity  football  and  soccer  teams  were 
honored  this  evening  at  the  traditional  Christ- 
mas Dinner,  which  was  held  in  the  Lang 
Gymnasium.  At  this  time  Richard  W.  Wil- 
liamson of  Augusta,  Maine,  was  announced 
as  captain  of  the  football  team  by  Mr. 
Arthur  W.  Sager,  head  coach,  and  Harold  O, 
Leinbach  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  was  re- 
ported by  Mr.  Howard  J.  Navins  as  soccer 
leader. 

Williamson  has  been  a  tackle  on  the  football 
squad  for  two  years,  having  come  up  to  the 
varsity  from  the  junior  teams.  He  is  par- 
ticularly good  in  his  defensive  ability  and  is  a 
player,  who,  when  in  competition,  has  re- 
markable spirit  and  leadership  qualities. 

The  new  soccer  captain  was  this  year 
making  his  first  attempt  at  the  game,  having 
previously  been  on  the  junior  football  team. 
He  at  once  showed  surprising  talent  as  a 
halfback  both  on  the  offense  and  defense,  and 
it  was  not  long  before  he  had  earned  himself 
a  position  in  the  first  lineup.  Leinbach  has 
every  qualification  to  make  a  fine  captain.

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PROFESSOR  PACKARD  OF  AMHERST 
DELIVERS  LECTURE  ON  THE  WAR 


NEW  FOOTBALL,  BASEBALL  FIELDS 
CONSTRUCTED  AT  WHIPPLE  FIELD 


Mr.  Lawrence  Packard,  Professor  of  Mod- 
ern European  History  at  Amherst,  delivered  a 
lecture  at  the  school  on  Friday  evening, 
November  28,  before  an  audience  of  275. 
Professor  Packard  is  a  noted  expert  on  the 
history  of  the  first  World  War  and  is  one  of 
the  more  popular  lecturers  at  Amherst.  Dur- 
ing the  second  half  of  this  college  year  he 
will  take  over  the  Modern  European  History 
course  at  Harvard,  substituting  for  Professor 
William  Langer,  who  will  be  on  a  half  year 
leave  of  absence. 

The  subject  of  Professor  Packard's  talk 
was  "An  Historian  of  the  War".  The  speaker 
showed  how  he  had  changed  from  an  isola- 
tionist to  an  interventionist  in  respect  to  the 
present  war  as  he  had  begun  to  see  that  we 
are  all  a  part  of  a  great  world  revolution 
which  has  been  in  progress  for  many  years. 
The  first  phase  of  this  revolution  was  the 
French  Revolution,  then  came  the  World 
War  and  the  Russian  upheaval,  followed  by 
the  present  world  conflict. 

The  initial  cause  of  the  revolution  was,  he 
stated,  the  failure  of  the  world  to  adjust  itself 
to  the  change  from  agricultural  to  industrial 
conditions.  The  way  for  the  present  situation 
was  paved  by  the  tremendous  anti-war  feeling 
which  seized  the  Allies  after  1918  and  which 
caused  them  to  overlook  what  Germany  was 
doing  as  that  country  worked  towards  world 
domination  under  the  Nazi  party. 

Professor  Packard  warned  that  the  United 
States  must  believe  that  anything  can  happen, 
and  must  be  prepared  to  play  a  strenuous 
part  both  in  the  actual  fighting  and  in  the 
peace  that  will  follow. 


COMMITTEE  OF   BOYS   CONDUCT 

RED  CROSS  MEMBERSHIP  DRIVE 


The  Red  Cross  drive  for  membership  was 
very  successful  this  year  in  the  school.  Under 
the  direction  of  Norton  Cushman  a  committee 
of  boys  enrolled  98%  of  the  masters  and  boys, 
each  of  whom  contributed  to  the  drive.

Shortly  before  the  beginning  of  Thanks- 
giving vacation  three  acres  of  land  on  Whipple 
Field  were  put  under  construction  to  provide 
a  new  football  and  baseball  field  for  the 
junior  squads.  Mr.  Dunning  acted  as  both 
engineer  and  foreman  of  the  job,  using  re- 
modeled plans  originally  drawn  up  by  Mr. 
Raymond  Allen.  He  was  aided  in  the  work 
by  a  number  of  the  boys,  including  Neal  Cox, 
Malcolm  von  Saltza,  William  Hill,  and  Dennis 
Andersen. 

The  job  was  quite  an  ambitious  one,  and 
over  1000  cubic  yards  of  top  soil  were  stripped 
off  to  provide  a  level  field.  Three  bulldozers, 
a  large  power  grader,  the  school  tractor  built 
last  year  in  the  Machine  Shop  by  the  boys, 
two  tractors  provided  by  Mr.  William  Whit- 
ney, and  seven  trucks  were  employed  at  vari- 
ous times.  After  the  leveling,  three  tons  of 
fertilizer  were  spread  over  the  soil.  The 
ground  will  be  seeded  in  late  March,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  field  will  be  ready  for  use 
next  fall. 

The  football  field  will  be  of  regulation  size 
with  a  10  ft.  leeway  on  the  sides  and  will  run 
across  the  outfield  of  the  new  baseball  dia- 
mond, thus  in  no  way  interfering  with  the 
cut-out  diamond  portion.  The  baseball  field 
will  have  a  90  ft.  clearance  to  the  backstop 
and  a  minimum  of  330  ft.  for  the  outfield. 
Two  dikes  with  tide  gates  have  been  con- 
structed for  lowering  the  water  table  under 
the  field  to  provide  for  early  drying  in  the 
spring. 

Money  for  the  construction  was  provided 
from  a  fund  established  by  a  gift  from  the 
Class  of  1938  and  by  the  profits  made  in  the 
school  store.

Dr.  Cadigan  in  his  Vesper  talk  spoke  of  the 
question  which  is  in  the  minds  of  all,  "Jesus 
of  Nazareth,  who  art  thou?".  The  speaker 
pointed  out  how  the  Bible  clearly  answers 
this  question.  Jesus  was  the  greatest  of  all 
teachers  as  illustrated  by  the  Parables  and 
His  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  He  was  also  a 
true  gentleman,  for  the  Bible  shows  how  he 
could  mix  and  deal  with  all  types  of  people. 

Most  important  of  all,  in  Him  may  be 
found  the  meaning  of  man  and  of  the  Son  of 
God.  A  knowledge  and  understanding  of 
Jesus'  life  can  give  us  a  clearer  picture  of  how 
to  live  and  of  the  importance  of  religion  than 
anything  else. 

^  ^  %■ 

Dr.  Cleaver  spoke  of  life's  three  inevitable 
questions:  what  shall  we  do  for  a  living, 
who  are  our  friends  to  be,  and  what  is  to  be 
our  philosophy  of  life? 

These  questions,  he  said,  cannot  be  dodged, 
and  in  order  that  we  answer  them  to  the  very 
best  of  our  ability  it  is  necessary  to  put  real 
faith  in  God  and  religion  in  order  to  be  cor- 
rectly guided.  We  must  act  wisely  at  all  times 
and  we  must  constantly  take  God  into  our 
confidence,  for  He  is  always  ready  to  help  us. 

*  *  * 

Courage,  vision,  and  faith  are  the  three 
qualities  needed  in  life  today,  said  Dr.  Patton. 
It  takes  courage  to  live  in  this  world,  and 
hardship,  responsibility,  and  sacrifice  are 
necessary  for  progress.    We  cannot,  therefore, 


blind  ourselves  to  the  dangers  of  life  and  seek 
only  for  comfort  and  ease. 

A  vision  of  our  objectives  is  also  essential, 
otherwise  we  will  lose  sight  of  our  ideals  and 
of  God.  And  finally,  ordinary  trusting  faith 
which  recognizes  spiritual  as  well  as  material 
values  must  be  present  to  guide  us. 

*  *  * 

Dr.  Baldwin  spoke  of  the  three  major 
temptations  which  we  all  face.  We  must 
resist  the  temptation  to  compromise,  for  that 
cuts  against  the  basic  values  in  which  we 
sincerely  believe.  We  must  not  find  excuses 
or  rationalize  too  much  in  order  to  cover  up 
our  weaknesses.  We  must  not  postpone  too 
frequently,  for  it  may  become  a  habit  which 
will  make  it  difficult  for  us  to  face  problems. 

If  we  give  in  occasionally  to  the  tempta- 
tions, we  may  find  solace  in  the  fact  that  God 
never  allows  too  great  a  trial. 

*  *  * 

When  imagination  and  reason  are  in  con- 
flict, stated  Dr.  Crocker,  the  former  will  al- 
ways win  provided  it  gives  sufficient  inspira- 
tion and  causes  us  to  make  great  sacrifices. 

There  is  one  reality  which  can  capture  the 
imagination  and  which  can  also  provide  the 
proper  inspiration  and  that  is  God,  for  He 
is  the  center  of  all  existence.  Only  God  can 
cure  the  great  diseases  of  the  present  world 
and  only  God  can  give  us  the  hope  to  carry 
on  despite  all  disappointments. 

*  *  * 

Living  in  a  democracy  as  we  do,  we  must 
all  have  a  clear  understanding  of  the  times, 
a  knowledge  of  what  to  do.  and  the  power 
of  leadership.  If  we  do  not  have  these  qual- 
ities ourselves,  said  Dr.  Merrill,  we  must  be 
sure  to  elect  to  positions  of  authority  men 
who  have  them. 

We  ourselves,  or  the  men  whom  we  choose 
to  lead  us,  must  be  willing  and  ready  to  act 
when  the  occasion  demands  and  must  under- 
stand that  leadership  is  to  be  used  for  the 
development  of  opportunities  and  not  merely 

to  secure  prestige.

Dr.  Herrick  discussed  in  his  Vesper  talk 
the  difference  between  the  meaning  of  liberty 
and  of  freedom.  Liberty,  he  said,  applies  to 
the  individual,  but  freedom  has  a  social 
implication  and  applies  to  a  group. 

An  explanation  of  many  things  that  are 
going  on  today  may  be  found  in  the  failure 
to  make  the  proper  adjustment  between  the 
two. 
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A  LETTER  FROM  ENGLAND 

The  following  letter,  recently  received  by  Mr.  Eames,  was  written  by  William  Davison,  who 
was  the  English  exchange  student  here  last  year.  Davison  came  from  the  Felsted  School  in  Essex, 
where  he  was  one  of  the  school  leaders  in  student  government,  scholarship,  and  athletics.  At 
Governor  Dummer  Davison  won  the  Moody  Kent  Prize  for  the  highest  rank  in  English  and  was 
a  member  of  both  the  football  and  lacrosse  teams.  Davison  was  an  unusually  interesting  and 
popular  speaker  and  during  his  school  year  at  Governor  Dummer  he  made  18  public  addresses 
describing  his  personal  experiences  in  England  during  the  early  months  of  the  war. 

He  sailed  from  New  York  late  in  September,  1941,  in  order  to  return  to  England,  where  he 
immediately  entered  training  to  become  an  infantry  officer.  The  letter  below  is  the  first  word 
received  from  Davison  since  he  left  this  country. 


Dear  Mr.  Eames: 


33  Burnt  Ash  Lane, 
Bromley, 

Kent,  England. 
28/10/41 


I  thought  maybe  it  would  interest  you  to 
know  just  what  I  am  doing.  After  a  3*/2 
week  voyage  in  a  small  freighter  full  of  gaso- 
line, I  landed  at  a  Scottish  port.  Our  ship 
was  35  years  old.  It  was  full  of  cockroaches 
and  rats.  The  water  came  in  through  our 
clamped-down  portholes  and  wet  our  beds. 
The  food  was  indifferent,  the  cabins  tiny,  and 
the  smell  nauseating.  For  five  days  we  were 
in  a  90  m.  p.  h.  gale.  But  we  were  lucky  not 
to  meet  the  enemy  at  all.  We  were  escorted 
as  far  as  Iceland  by  some  of  your  ships. 
Thanks  a  lot.  Our  pleasure  cruise  would 
have  been  hard  to  endure  if  we  had  not  had 
an  interesting  and  versatile  group  of  pass- 
engers. As  it  was,  it  had  little  to  recom- 
mend it. 

After  traveling  all  night  by  train,  I  got 
home  and  enjoyed  a  very  happy  reunion  with 
my  mother.  This,  however,  was  not  to  last 
very  long.  I  had  to  report  48  hours  after 
my  arrival  at  this  training  center.  I  am  not 
allowed  to  give  you  my  military  address  be- 
cause that  would  be  of  value  to  the  enemy. 
And  now  a  little  about  barrack  life. 

First  of  all  I  would  like  to  impress  upon 
all  the  members  of  the  Academy  ....  that 
they  are  living  in  a  seventh  heaven.  At  6 
A.  M.  the  bugle  is  sounded.  We  rise,  wash, 
shave,  dress,  polish  the  floor,  and  make  our 
beds.  At  6:45  we  parade  for  breakfast,  which 
is  in  another  building.  We  do  not  get  fruit 
juice,  cereal,  pancakes  and  maple  syrup! 
After  breakfast  we  polish  our  brass,  clean  our 
rifles,  and  do  other  fatigues.  Floors  have  to 
be  scrubbed,  brooms  and  buckets  scrubbed 
and  sandpapered!  Then  we  drill,  often 
doubling  around  the  square  in  gas  masks. 
Once   you   have   been    shown    something,    it 


is  inadvisable  to  make  a  mistake,  be- 
cause you  will  get  an  hour  of  extra  drill. 
We  do  Physical  Training  twice  a  day  under 
Army  instructors — and  I  used  to  think  Wick- 
enden's  grass  drills  were  strenuous!  We  have 
to  pass  tests  in  the  100,  mile,  and  3  miles, 
etc.  progressively.  We  do  route  marches 
starting  at  7  miles  and  gradually  working  up 
to  30.  We  have  lunch  at  one  and  tea  at  4:30. 
After  that  we  are  free  to  go  out.  We  have 
to  change  and  take  a  bus  for  4  miles.  Fortu- 
nately, I  have  many  friends  up  at  the  Uni- 
versity, so  I  visit  them  occasionally.  We  are 
allowed  leave  every  6  weeks — for  a  weekend. 
The  Army  aims  to  make  you  fit 

When  I  think  of  clam  chowder  and  corn 
on  the  cob  and  a  tenderloin  steak,  I  nearly 
explode  with  envy.  We  get  no  fresh  milk 
or  fruit,  vegetables  are  cabbage,  carrots,  or 
turnips.    Oh  for  a  pie  a  la  mode! 

From  what  I  read  in  the  papers,  the  States 
seem  to  be  slipping  gradually  into  war.  But 
I  can't  really  tell,  because  our  newspapers 
are  pretty  well  doctored  up  for  our  consump- 
tion. However,  they  are  full  of  criticism  of 
our  government,  which  is  a  good  thing.  The 
food  distribution  is  poor.  In  one  town  eggs 
are  impossible  to  buy  and  yet  in  another  a 
wholesale  dealer  has  to  burn  thousands  that 
go  bad.  The  same  thing  happened  with  meat 
and  potatoes.  But  these  criminal  and  to  my 
mind  entirely  inexcusable  examples  of  bung- 
ling are  being  improved.  All  our  manpower 
has  not  yet  been  harnessed.  Women  are 
going  to  take  over  more  and  more  jobs  to 
relieve  men  for  military  service.  They  already 
act  as  porters  in  the  stations,  drive  buses  and 
tubes  and  trucks.  The  men  who  are  making 
money  are  the  skilled  and  semi-skilled 
laborers.  Stevedores  on  the  docks  earn  in 
two  hours  twice  as  much  as  I  make  in  a 
week.     And  yet  they  had  the  gall  to  strike 

for  shorter  hours  and  increased  wages

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BEHIND  THE  SCENES 
During  the  football  and  soccer  seasons  it 
is  natural  for  all  to  focus  their  attention  on 
the  teams  themselves,  but  now  that  the 
season  is  over  it  is  well  to  look  behind  the 
scenes  a  little  and  observe  what  really  kept 
the  squads  functioning  week  after  week. 

The  part  played  by  Dr.  Bullard  is  obvious; 
however,  the  person  who  escapes  all  notice 
and  yet  deserves  real  credit  is  Miss  Kaye  in 
the  school  infirmary.  The  untiring  patience 
which  she  shows  regardless  of  how  busy  she 
may  be  will  not  be  forgotten  soon  by  the 
players  on  the  various  squads.  Her  willing- 
ness to  go  out  of  her  way  to  give  massages  or 
heat  treatments  and  her  skill  in  bandaging 
injured  ankles  and  knees  contributed  im- 
measurably towards  the  physical  welfare  of 
the  teams.  Every  boy  who  played  in  com- 
petitive sports  this  fall  owes  Miss  Kaye  a 
real  debt. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  coaches  are 
also  often  overlooked.  In  respect  to  the  foot- 
ball squad,  there  has  seldom  been  such  a 
dearth  of  material.  Undaunted,  however,  Mr. 
Sager,  Mr.  Jennings,  and  Mr.  Donovan  went 
to  work  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  had 
developed  a  team  of  which  everyone  could 
be  proud.  Though  injuries  sidelined  a 
number  of  the  key  players  and  though  the 
team  lost  some  very  disappointing  games,  the 
driving  force  supplied  by  the  coaches  kept 
up  the  morale  and  spirit  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  eleven  finished  the  season  in  un- 
usually fine  style. 


At  the  start  of  the  fall  the  soccer  team, 
too,  seemed  weak,  but  Mr.  Navins,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Stone,  Mr.  Stott,  Mr.  Harris,  and 
Mr.  Andrews,  worked  and  planned,  finally 
producing  the  finest  soccer  group  that  the 
school  has  ever  had.

Mr.  Navins,  head  coach  of  soccer,  six  years 
ago  started  the  sport  at  the  Academy  and  has 
built  it  up  to  its  present  position  as  one  of 
the  leading  sports  in  the  school's  athletic 
program. 


Six  years  ago  in  the  fall  of  1936  soccer  was 
introduced  as  a  sport  at  Governor  Dummer. 
Previously  football  had  been  the  only  com- 
petitive fall  sport  in  the  school  and  naturally 
most  of  the  student  body  was  engaged  in  that 
game.  The  first  call  for  soccer  candidates 
found  only  twelve  boys  reporting,  and  as 
most  of  the  boys  were  definitely  inexperienced, 
it  was  decided  to  play  on  an  informal  basis. 
However,  it  was  not  long  before  the  candi- 
dates grasped  the  fundamentals  and  began 
to  clamour  for  some  outside  competition. 
With  the  enthusiasm  for  the  sport  so  great, 
five  informal  games  with  neighboring  schools 
were  arranged,  contests  which  proved  to  be 
highly  successful. 

At  the  end  of  the  season  soccer  was  recog- 
nized as  an  active  fall  sport,  and  in  1937 
25  boys  selected  the  sport  as  their  athletic 
choice.  Games  were  regularly  scheduled  with 
teams  of  our  own  strength  and  so  much  inter- 
est was  aroused  that  soccer  was  classified  at 
the  end  of  the  season  as  a  major  sport.

Governor  Dummer  ended  its  1941  football 
season  by  losing  to  Deerfield  7  to  0  at  Deer- 
field  on  November  14.  The  game  was  a  very 
disappointing  one  to  lose,  for  the  Governors 
threatened  to  score  time  after  time  only  to  be 
held  back  by  the  superior,  hard-charging  Deer- 
field  line. 

The  Governors  received  the  kickoff  and 
after  failing  to  gain  Captain  Bob  Pickett 
kicked  to  Moakler,  who  ran  the  ball  back  to 
the  Governors'  30  yard  line.  Five  plays  later 
Buchan  went  over  for  the  score  and  the  extra 
point  try  was  successful.

SOCCER  TEAM  LOSES  ONLY  HOME 

GAME  TO  EXETER  ELEVEN  5  TO  1 


The  varsity  football  team  ran  over  Tabor 
Academy  20  to  7  at  South  Byfield  on  No- 
vember 8. 

Starting  late  in  the  first  period  the  eleven 
pounded  down  the  field,  aided  greatly  by  a 
series  of  passes  to  Bob  Kelley.  Shortly  after 
the  beginning  of  the  second  period  Captain 
Bob  Pickett  bucked  through  the  center  of  the 
line  for  the  first  score,  and  the  extra  point 
try  was  successful.  A  few  minutes  later 
after  passes  to  Bob  Tannebring  and  Kelley 
had  put  the  ball  on  the  3  yard  stripe,  Randy 
Morris  went  over  for  the  second  touchdown. 
Gordon  Pirie  kicked  the  extra  point. 

In  the  third  period  an  offensive  drive  with 
Brent  Kuhnle  doing  most  of  the  running 
brought  the  ball  into  a  scoring  position  and 
Pickett  again  made  six  points. 

Tabor's  offense  began  to  click  in  the  fourth 
period.  A  series  of  passes  and  long  end  runs 
took  the  ball  to  the  six  yard  line,  and  an  off- 
side penalty  advanced  it  to  the  1,  from  which 
point  it  was  carried  over  on  a  center  buck. 

Brent  Kuhnle  and  Bob  Kelley  were  featured 
in  the  Governors'  backfield  and  Bob  Tanne- 
bring was  outstanding  defensively  in  the  line. 
Throughout  the  game  the  Governor  Dummer 
offensive  functioned  beautifully. 


The  soccer  team  bowed  to  an  unbeaten 
Exeter  eleven  5  to  1  on  Whipple  Field  on 
November  5.  This  contest  was  the  second 
loss  for  the  Governors,  with  both  defeats 
being  sustained  at  the  hands  of  unbeaten 
teams. 

After  eleven  minutes  of  furious  play,  Exeter 
broke  the  Governors'  record  of  holding  their 
opponents  scoreless  for  over  two  hundred 
minutes  in  a  period  of  five  games  and  they 
tallied  another  goal  within  thirty  seconds. 

Exeter  outplayed  the  home  team  by  a  wide 
margin  in  the  second  quarter  and  again  drove 
two  scores  into  the  Governors'  nets.  The 
Governors'  defense  tightened  during  the  third 
period  to  hold  their  powerful  opponents 
scoreless.  Exeter  scored  once  more  early  in 
the  final  period,  but  aside  from  this  shot 
were  outplayed  by  the  Governors.  Dave 
Jarvis  was  fouled  when  he  had  a  clear  shot 
at  the  goal,  and  the  Governors  were  awarded 
a  penalty  kick  on  which  Hump  Simson  scored. 

This  contest  was  the  only  home  soccer 
game  lost  by  the  Governors  during  the  entire 
season.  The  shooting  of  the  entire  Exeter 
front  line  was  outstanding  throughout  the 
contest,  while  Dave  Jarvis,  Howie  Stirn,  and 
Humphrey  Simson  starred  in  defeat.

The  "B"  squad  football  team,  which  played 
half  a  season  of  six  man  football  and  half  of 
eleven,  finished  its  season  with  a  record  of 
four  losses,  one  victory,  and  one  tie.  In  six- 
man  games  the  opener  with  Manchester  High 
was  lost  12  to  49,  and  the  team  was  defeated 
the  following  week  by  the  Andover  Clubs  13 
to  38.  However,  the  team  came  back  to  tie 
the  Andover  Clubs  6  to  6  in  the  last  six-man 
encounter. 

In  eleven-man  football  the  "B"  squad  de-

The  air  situation  is  definitely  better.  It 
seems  that  the  balance  of  power  has  swung 
over  to  us.  With  your  aid  we  are  fast  de- 
feating the  U-boat  menace.  It  all  hinges  on 
Russia  holding  out  and  our  building  up  an 
army  which  can  outblitz  the  Nazis.  We  are 
training  shock  troops,  who  have  to  be  super- 
human, as  far  as  I  can  see,  merely  to  survive 
their  training  period.  Actually  fighting  in  the 
war  will  be  mere  child's  play  for  them  after 
their  strenuous  preparation. 

Well,  I'm  stuck  here  for  at  least  six  months. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  I  may  be  recommend- 
ed for  a  commission.  Then  I  endure  3  to 
4  months  of  intensified  agony.  This  is  called 
advanced  training.  Meanwhile  I  am  a 
number,  a  mere  cipher.  My  life  is  not  my 
own.  I  am  mentally  stagnating.  My  erst- 
while enthusiasm  has  been  very  much  damp- 
ened. But  three  of  my  stablemates  are  very 
nice  fellows,  and  most  of  our  difficulties  give 
us  a  good  laugh. 

Please  tell  Norton  Cushman  that  I  will 
write  soon  and  tell  him  something  about  this 
new  life  of  mine  ....  I  will  write  again  in  a 
month  or  so.  By  then  I  shall  be  either  a 
rather  versatile  kind  of  light  tank,  which 
seems  to  be  the  aim  of  the  modern  soldier, 
or  a  completely  addled  physical  wreck.  Since 
we  are  potential  officers,  the  N.  C.  O's  beat 
us  up  even  more  than  they  do  the  ordinary. 
It's  a  great  life. 

I  often  think  of  you  people  leading  your 
soft  lives  and  thinking  you  are  overworking. 
And  when  I  think  of  all  the  food  you  people 
stuff  away — well,  I'll  leave  the  rest  unsaid. 

Give  my  kindest  regards  to  Mrs.  Eames. 
the  faculty,  and  "the  fellows",  to  use  one  of 
Norton  Cushman's  phrases.

Approximately  30  boys  participated  in  the 
sport  the  third  year,  and  the  number  has 
continued  to  increase  each  successive  year 
until  this  fall  43  players,  the  largest  squad 
ever  to  report,  appeared  on  opening  day.  The 
team  then  went  on  to  compile  the  best  record 
of  any  during  the  six  years,  as  it  chalked  up 
5  wins  and  1  tie  against  3  losses. 

As  the  size  of  the  squad  has  increased  over 
the  past  few  years,  so  also  has  the  size  of  the 
coaching  staff.  Mr.  Stone  has  assisted  me 
tor  a  number  of  years,  and  for  the  past  three 
Mr.  Andrews  has  handled  the  younger  boys. 
Last  year  Mr.  Stott,  former  Amherst  goalie 
and  captain,  joined  the  coaches,  and  this  year 
Mr.  Harris,  a  former  Tufts  College  varsity 
player  and  co-captain. 

With  enthusiasm  and  interest  in  the  game 
at  a  peak  I  have  been  asked  to  pick  the  first 
Governor  Dummer  all-star  soccer  team.     As 
the  sport  is  still  relatively  young  here,  this 
has  not  been  an  easy  task,  for  there  have  been 
many  boys  of  almost  equal  ability  who  have 
started  fresh  and  have  worked  their  way  into 
the  varsity  lineup.    However,  there  are  eleven 
players  who  stand  uppermost  in  my  mind  for 
their  outstanding  all-around  play,  and  I  have 
selected  them  as  my  all-star  group.
